3M recently conducted a Prenatal Developmental Toxicity Pilot Study in rats by oral 
gavage on 2-Propenoic acid, 2-[methyl [(nonafluorobutyl)sulfonyl]amino]ethyl ester, 
CASRN 67584-55-8. Draft test data indicate dams dosed with lOOOmg/kg resulted in 
significantly decreased fetal weights and significant maternal weight loss. Based on this 
draft data, developmental toxicity is a reportable finding per EPA’s TSCA 8(e) 
reporting criteria.
